Out in the state friends of both 
Black and Carroll are working 
with might and main. The Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer Sunday said 
that it looks like Carroll would 
win by a small ini^jority but 
friends of Gov. Black ' are un- 
willing to concede Jt. anfl are 
claiming, his nomination by a big 
vote. Tlie Louisville Herald's 
political prophet sees .Black's 
certain victory. That paper said: 
Governor Black is strmigly en- 
trenched in his lead over Judge Car- 
roll in the Democratic gubematoi-ial 
campaign according to reports receiv- 
ed by The Herald from men in every 
county in the state who are believed 
to Se in position to give an unbiased 
opinion on political conditions. Based 
on estimates that 60 -per e^nt of 
the normal Den>ocratic vote will be 
cast in the primary. Governor Black 
should- win by 14,495 votes, according 
to these reports. 

Apathy prevails throuout the state, 
and should this continue tiim next 
Saturday the estimated majorities 
furnished The Herald may be further 
reduced in a number of districts."
